I for the building of a sweet potato 
curing plant for Decatur. 
The result of the effort depends en­ 
tirely on whether or not the farmers 
and business men of this community 
fully appreciate the importance of 
such an enterprise for this section. 
There is no doubt as to the value 
of these plants, first, to the farm er 
who produces the potatoes; 
and sec­ 
ond, to the merchant who will prof­

The cost of these plants are very 
small when the benefits are consid­ 
ered, and, if the proper methods are 
employed, it will be an easy m atter 
to organize a company or association 
for the raising of the needed funds. 
We have heard many farm ers say 
they would he glad to take stock in 
this enterprise, and we believe every 
farm er in the sandy-land belt would 
be glad to bolp in the undertaking. 
T he sandy-land farm s surround im: 
D ecatur give a very prolific yield >f 
sweet potatoes of the best variety 
This crop has been produced in a 
small way in this section since the 
first farm was worked, but very few 
farm ers have tried to produce pota­ 
toes in quantity because of the lack 
of m arketting facilities, and because 
of the fact that no method of sa\ ing 
the potatoes has been found practi­ 
cal which could be used on the farm. 
If til is movement is taken up now, 
there is time for the building of the 
plant at Decatur in time for the hand­ 
ling of this year’s crop of potatoes. 
T here was never a time when such 
an enterprise was more needed here. 
Farm ers are becoming disgusted with 
cotton-raising, and m ust turn to some 
other money crop. 
This section will 
yield an abundance of truck crops to 
(ake the place of cotton,-"and one of 
the most important of these is the 
sweet potato. 
L et’s get ready to take care of this 
one crop.

Senator Williams said upon his re­ 
turn today from a five-day inspection 
tour of the penitentiary and its farm 
properties that he had been appalled 
at the extravagance and Inefficiency 
with which the business affairs of the 
system

administered 
This extravagance, he said, could be 
substantiated by figures and infor­ 
mation now in his possession. 
The committee has scarcely begun 
its investigation, Senator Williams in­ 
timated and would continue its work 
with as little interruption as possi­ 
ble. 
Just what next steps the inves­ 
tigators would take is not known. 
Senator Williams explained that the 
scope of the investigation was so 
large that the committee had not for­ 
mulated definite plans for t.he contin­ 
uance of the probe.

The program should be com­ 
prehensive and flexible; 
so that the 
needs of different individual pupils 
can be met. 
It should include th', 
means of remedying the defects and 
malformations as well as of develop­ 
ing normal bodies. 
It should include 
exercising which might fairly be call­ 
ed 
drills, 
but 
many 
more which 
would properly be called games or 
sports. 
Except in extreme weather 
most of the exercises should be con­ 
ducted in the open air. 
Carriage 
posture, gait, rhythmical movements, 
and team-play should be cohered. 
With the introduction of universal 
physical training should go 
the un­ 
iversal employment of physicians and 
nurses for incessant diagnostic and 
preventive work in school of every 
description. 
When universal physical training 
has been well carried on for twenty 
years, an immense improvement will 
be seen not only in tne posture, rela­ 
tion of weight to height, and muscu­ 
lar development, but also in their 
comfort, health, and productiveness 
at daily labor. 
Universal physical 
training, combined with medical in­ 
spection and nursing service in all 
schools will in time remedy in great 
measure tho grave bodily defects iii 
the population.

Much Can Be Done to Exclude Stable 
Filth and Dust by Using Plenty 
of Bedding. 


Many dairymen consider that it is 
root necessary to take the same pre* 
{cautions in milking and handling milk 
during freezing w eather as when it is 
warmer. 
It should be kept in mind that milk 
is a food—a 
very 
wholesome 
food 
when it is secured from healthy cows 
under sanitary conditions, but a dan­ 
g ero u s food if it comes from tubercu­ 
l a r cow's and is so carelessly secured 
and handled as to perm it the entrance 
of stable filth and dust. 
Men who have m ade a careful study 
of tuberculosis in dairies state that, 
ion the average of at least one in eight 
of our dairy cows harbors the genns 
of tuberculosis and that these organ­ 
isms find their way into the manger 
and gutter. 
Dust from the feed or 
from the manure, or small particles of 
the latter, may convey these danger­ 
ous bacteria to the milk. 
Much m ay be done to lessen this 
d a n g e r. by using plenty of bedding, 
feeding moistened feeds and a thor­ 
ough wiping of the udder ami think 
of the cow with a dam p cloth.
